The  pulmonary  rate  is  the  same  as  in  1958.

Infectious  Diseases 

20  deaths  were  due  to  infectious  diseases  (10  acute  primary 
pneumonia  and  10  acute  influenzal  pneumonia),  a  rate  of  0.17 
per  1,000  population.  10  deaths  occurred  in  1958  representing 
a  rate  of  0.084. 

Marriages

Geology 

The  chalk,  which  underlies  the  greater  part  of  Norfolk  to  a 
considerable  depth,  is  in  some  places  very  near  to  the  surface 
in  and  around  Norwich.  On  top  of  the  chalk,  and  filling  in  the 
undulations  in  its  surface,  lies  a  covering  of  glacial  deposits — 
sands,  gravels  and  boulder  clays — left  by  the  retreating  ice  sheets 
of  about  half  a  million  years  ago.

Birth  Rate 

There  was  a  total  of  1824  births — 930  male  and  894  female — 
registered,  which  in  the  estimated  population  of  118,400  produced 
a  crude  birth  rate  of  15.40.  Of  these  births  61  males  and  52 
females  were  illegitimate. 

Still- birth  Rate 

There  were  39  still-births,  giving  a  still-birth  rate  of  20.93 
per  1,000  live  and  still-births. 

Infant  Mortality,  Neo-natal  and  Perinatal  Mortality  Rates 

18  babies  died  in  the  first  month  of  life,  13  between  the  end! 
of  the  first  month  and  the  end  of  the  first  year.  This  gave  am 
infant  mortality  rate  of  17  and  a  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  9.87 
per  1,000  live  births.  Of  the  18  babies  dying  in  the  first  month i 
17  died  in  their  first  week  of  life.  This  gave,  with  still-births,, 
a  peri-natal  mortality  rate  of  30.06  per  1,000  live  and  still-births. 

Of  the  113  illegitimate  live  births  only  4  died  in  the  first 
year,  giving  an  illegitimate  infant  mortality  rate  of  35.40  per 
1,000  illegitimate  live  births  compared  with  15.78  per  1,000 
legitimate  live  births.

Progress  in  this  field  is  steady  and  the  sessions  are  much 
ippreciated,  but  further  widening  of  the  field  is  rather  restricted 
>wing  to  the  unsuitability  of  certain  clinic  premises.

Once  a  month  a  fathers’  class  is  held  at  4,  Earlham  Road,  at 
vhich  an  introductory  talk  is  given  by  the  non-medical  super¬ 
visor  of  midwives.  Follow-on  talks  are  given  every  2  months  by 
It  Medical  Officer  of  the  Health  Department. 

Confinements 

Of  754  sociological  reports  made  to  the  Hospital  Authorities 
nstitutional  confinement  was  recommended  in  521  cases. 

Of  the  Norwich  mothers  confined  during  the  year,  55% 
/ere  delivered  at  home  (or  someone  else’s  home)  and  45%  in 
restitutions,  including  institutions  beyond  the  City  boundary.

The  Council  does  not  maintain  any  institution  for  the 
ccommodation  of  mothers  and  children.  As  occasion  arises, 
le  Health  Committee  considers  for  admission  to  Mother  and 
>aby  Homes  cases  of  unmarried  mothers,  and  where  it  is  felt 
ecessary  accepts  financial  responsibility  for  the  care  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  mother  in  a  Mother  and  Baby  Home.  Financial 
jsponsibility  was  accepted  for  1  mother  during  the  year. 
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The  Moral  Welfare  Worker  of  the  Norwich  Deanery  Moi 
Welfare  Committee  looks  after  the  general  and  moral  welfare 
unmarried  mothers  who  seek  her  aid.  The  Committee  provides 
shelter  at  2,  Heigham  Grove,  Norwich,  with  accommodation  f 
6  beds  and  2  cots,  to  which  babies  are  admitted.  The  Norwi 
City  Council  increased  its  grant  from  £200  to  £400  per  annum. 

Whilst  resident  at  2,  Heigham  Grove,  during  pregnancy,  t 
girls  attend  the  Maternity  Clinic  at  4,  Earlham  Road,  for  routi 
ante-natal  supervision,  including  blood  testing,  and  25  attend 
during  the  year. 

Admissions  to  2,  Heigham  Grove.

Arrangements  were  made  for  19  women  to  be  admitted 
Mother  and  Baby  Homes;  the  remainder  were  able  to  rema; 
either  in  their  own  homes  or  in  lodgings.  5  mothers  who  decid* 
to  keep  their  babies,  but  for  various  reasons  were  unable  to  cas 
for  them  were  helped  to  find  suitable  foster  homes,  where  tl 
mother  is  able  to  visit  her  child.  A  further  5  babies  were  plac( 
in  residential  nurseries  until  their  mothers  are  in  a  position 
make  other  plans.  17  mothers  have  their  babies  with  ther 
either  in  their  own  homes  or  with  the  grandparents  or  in  lodging 
or  residential  posts.

Infant  Welfare  Centres 

Mobile  Clinic 

In  the  past  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Health  Committee  1 
provide  accommodation  for  clinics  either  by  using  existir 
premises,  such  as  church  halls  and  schools,  or  by  building  ner< 
premises.  The  Health  Committee  decided  to  use  a  mobile  clin 
to  meet  the  cityks  existing  clinical  needs  rather  than  build  net 
premises.  This  comprises  a  specially  adapted  caravan  whic 
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constitutes  the  clinic  proper  and  a  towing  vehicle  which  is  a  con¬ 
certed  single  decker  bus  that  has  been  reconditioned  and  is  used 
is  a  waiting  room,  for  the  sale  of  welfare  foods  and  for  the 
reparation  of  refreshments  for  mothers  using  the  clinic.  The 
caravan  has  two  compartments,  one  for  the  use  of  the  Health 
/isitors  and  Midwives  and  the  other  for  use  as  a  doctor’s  con- 
ulting  room.  In  addition,  the  bus  is  used  for  routine  Ambulance 
Jervice  work  and  will  be  invaluable  in  removing  large  numbers 
)f  persons  in  the  event  of  a  major  accident. 

The  Mobile  Clinic  was  officially  opened  by  the  Lord  Mayor 
>n  Thursday,  10th  September,  1959  at  Redfern  Road.  The 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  presented  a  silver  spoon 
pearing  the  City  Coat  of  Arms  to  the  first  baby  who  entered  the 
lime.  A  slight  unforeseen  hitch  occurred  when  the  first  “  baby  ’* 
o  enter  turned  out  to  be  twins.  This  was  subsequently  remedied 
iy  obtaining  another  spoon.  The  babies’  initials  were  engraved 
>n  the  spoons. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  clinic  was  operating  for  5  sessions 
>er  week. 

The  Unit  has  been  used  on  occasions  for  poliomyelitis 
accination.  It  is  sited  on  each  occasion  by  a  member  of  the 
ambulance  Service  and  the  maintenance  is  carried  out  by  the 
Ambulance  Service  mechanic. 

)ther  Clinics 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  1 1  Centres  which  were 
pen  on  20  sessions  per  week.

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The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  reports:  — 

Mothers.  Another  decrease  is  reported  in  the  number  of 
patients  attending  M.  and  C.  W.  Clinics  who  are  referred  for 
dental  treatment.  Only  26  were  made  dentally  fit.  This  is  less 
than  half  the  number  examined  and  is  an  extremely  unsatisfactory 
i  situation.  Appointments  were  continually  not  kept  and  in  spite 
of  careful  attention  several  did  not  return  after  the  first  visit.  It 
would  appear  that  dental  propaganda  for  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  is  of  very  little  use. 

Children.  There  has  been  a  further  decrease  in  all  forms  of 
treatment  for  children  under  school  age. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants. 

Every  encouragement  is  given,  weight  and  vitality  permitting 
for  premature  infants  to  be  nursed  at  home  by  the  domiciliary 
midwifery  staff,  and  three  sets  of  equipment  are  kept  in  readiness 
i  at  the  Maternity  Clinic,  4,  Earlham  Road.  The  equipment  is 
also  used  for  the  transfer  of  premature  infants  to  hospital  when 
the  need  arises,  and  the  midwife  accompanies  the  infant  in  the 
ambulance. 

The  services  of  a  Regional  Hospital  Board  Consultant 
Paediatrician  are  available  to  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service 
i  at  the  request  of  the  General  Practitioner  Obstetrician. 
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Nursery  Provision 

No  day  nurseries,  residential  nurseries,  registered  daily 
uardians  or  creches  at  Infant  Welfare  Centres  are  provided.

(B)  Institutional 

if)  National  Health  Service — {a)  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. 

This  hospital  has  a  maternity  block,  which  admits  mostly 
abnormal  or  suspected  abnormal  cases.  833  mothers,  of  whom 
277  normally  reside  in  the  City,  were  confined  during  the  year. 
There  were  64  still-births  and  24  children  died  within  10  days  of 
birth.  4  cases  of  notifiable  Puerperal  Pyrexia  occurred. 

Ante-natal  clinics  are  also  held  twice  each  week  at  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  at  which  city  and  county  persons 
booked  for  admission  to  the  Maternity  Wards  at  the  local 
institutions  attend.  The  Secretary  of  the  hospital  states  that  1505 
women  made  3365  attendances  at  these  clinics  during  the  year, 
but  he  was  unable  to  give  separately  the  numbers  in  respect  of 
city  and  county  persons.  In  addition  45  mothers  each  made  one 
post-natal  attendance. 

'(b)  West  Norwich  Hospital. 

701  mothers,  of  whom  304  normally  reside  in  the  city,  were 
confined  in  this  hospital.  There  were  12  still-births,  11  babies 
died  within  10  days  of  birth,  and  there  were  14  cases  of  notifiable 
Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

(c)  Drayton  Hall. 

This  Maternity  Home  is  situated  in  the  area  of  the  County 
of  Norfolk,  and  268  mothers  who  normally  reside  in  the  city  were 
admitted  for  their  confinements. 

iii)  Private  Nursing  Home — Plantation  Nursing  Home. 

This  Home  has  1  maternity  bed,  and  2  mothers,  both  of  whom 
normally  reside  in  the  city,  were  confined  during  the  year. 

(C)  Consultant  Facilities 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  provides  a  panel  of  three 
Specialists  whose  services  are  available  in  difficult  maternity  cases 
when  required  by  the  General  Practitioners. 

The  Domiciliary  Midwives  may  also  call  on  the  panel  in  the 
event  of  obstetric  emergency  without  awaiting  the  arrival  of  a 
General  Practitioner. 
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(D)  Norwich  Mothers’  Clinic 

The  Council  continued  to  make  an  annual  subscription  of 
£50  to  the  voluntary  clinic  at  Ber  Street,  which  is  affiliated  to  the 
Family  Planning  Association. 

(E)  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes 

Before  applicants  are  registered  new.  homes  are  inspected  by 
a  Medical  Officer  of  the  Public  Health  Department  to  ensure  that 
the  arrangements  comply  with  the  bye-laws.  The  arrangements 
for  protection  against  fire  are  also  inspected.  All  the  nursing  and 
maternity  homes  are  inspected  periodically  by  a  Medical  Officer. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  4  persons  were  registered  in  respect  of 
nursing  homes  (non-maternity),  and  one  in  respect  of  a  mixed 
home.  The  re-registration  in  respect  of  the  latter  was  under 
consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year.

There  were  39  still-births  allocated  by  the  Registrar 
General  to  Norwich  residents  in  1959,  giving  a  rate  per  1,000  of

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

(Section  28) 

Tuberculosis. 

Reference  is  made  to  the  care  and  after-care  of  Tuberculosis 
patients  on  pages  63  to  65. 
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Problem  Families. 

There  were  19  families  on  the  list  at  the  end  of  the  year.  One 
was  added  during  the  year.  Altogether  109  families  have  beer 
dealt  with  by  the  Sub-Committee  since  the  scheme  began  in  1942: 
The  Home  Advisers  made  2170  visits. 

Domiciliary  Nursing. 

Cases  discharged  from  hospitals  who  need  home  nursing  an 
referred  by  the  Hospital  Authorities  to  the  District  Nursing  Service 

The  Council  has  made  arrangements  with  the  British  Rec 
Cross  Society  and  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  for  the  loan  o: 
sick  room  equipment.  The  arrangements  for  payment  to  these 
voluntary  organisations  continued  from  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  875  articles  were  loaned  to  554  patients  unde 
the  scheme;  this  does  not  include  the  items  already  on  loan  a 
31st  December,  1958. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

During  the  year  routine  Health  Education  continued  to  be 
stressed  and  in  addition  special  attention  was  given  to  certaii 
selected  subjects  by  running  simultaneously  features  on  them  ii 
the  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  These  subjects  included  Immunise 
tion.  Fresh  Air  and  Exercise  and  Holiday  Hazards. 

Kill  that  Fly 

A  campaign  was  carried  out  in  July  stressing  the  danger  c 
house  flies  to  the  community,  their  role  in  spreading  seriou 
diseases  and  steps  which  should  be  taken  to  deal  with  them.  Th 
campaign  included  a  display  in  the  foyer  of  the  City  Hall;  display 
at  Churchman  House  and  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  Relevan 
shopkeepers  were  approached  and  the  vast  majority  willingl 
co-operated  by  displaying  posters  and  giving  a  prominent  plac, 
to  hand-out  leaflets. 

Check  that  Fall  Campaign 

A  meeting  was  held  at  the  City  Hall  in  September  to  launc; 
a  “  Check  That  Fall  ”  campaign.  Representatives  of  voluntar 
organisations  and  statutory  services  concerned  with  the  welfare  o 
old  people  were  present. 

It  is  not  generally  realised  that  there  are  some  20,000  or  s  ' 
-elderly  persons  in  the  City.  It  was  decided  that  we  would  hav 
to  be  content  with  distributing  leaflets  and  propaganda  materi;! 
largely  through  the  Old  People’s  Clubs.  In  this  connection  th  ' 
response  from  the  Clubs  was  good  and  indeed  great  credit 
due  to  the  Health  Visitors  who  wrote  their  own  playlet,  whio 
very  dramatically  stressed  how  simply  a  fall  in  the  home  ca 
occur. 
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The  campaign  ran  during  the  month  of  November  and 
preceding  it  each  Family  Doctor  in  the  City  was  sent  a  letter  so 
that  he  would  know  of  our  efforts.  Moreover  we  felt  that  they 
were  in  a  unique  position  to  spot  simple  causes  of  falls  in  the 
home. 

Film  Strips 

Film  strips  continued  to  play  their  part  in  the  field  of  Health 
Education  and  the  following  film  strips  were  in  demand: —

Preparing  for  Baby 

Accidents  in  the  Home 

On  ten  occasions  Health  Visitors  called  at  the  homes  of 
i  young  children  who  had  been  involved  in  accidents  in  the  home 
to  ascertain  the  cause.  The  majority  of  these  children  were 
scalded  through  thoughtlessness.  The  need  for  care  in  the  use 
of  domestic  utensils,  especially  in  the  home  with  children  cannot 
be  too  strongly  emphasised. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  these  cases: — 

Girl,  aged  6  months:  Burns  to  legs  and  hand.  Fireguard  removed 
to  re-fuel  fire.  Another  child  picked  baby  up  and  slipped. 
Baby  came  into  contact  with  fire 

Boy,  aged  17  months:  Burns  to  face.  Fell  off  chair  and  came  into 
contact  with  convector  oii  heater. 

Girl,  aged  4  years:  Scalds  to  both  legs.  Father  left  kettle  of 
boiling  water  on  floor  and  returned  to  kitchen.  He  did  not 
see  how  the  accident  occurred. 

Boy,  aged  8  years:  Scalds  to  left  leg.  Accident  occurred  whilst 
father  was  bathing  him. 

Girl,  aged  3  years  10  months:  Scalds.  Child  was  scalded  by  a 
bucket  of  hot  water  which  was  overturned.  Parents  could  not 
understand  how  this  happened. 

Girl,  aged  14  months.  Scalds.  Child  scalded  by  turning  the  tea¬ 
pot  over  herself. 

Boy,  aged  2  years:  Scalds  to  left  forearm.  This  child  was  in  the 
habit  of  collecting  water  from  the  outside  waste  pipe.  Grand¬ 
mother  emptied  boiling  water  down  sink  which  came  into 
contact  with  child. 

Girl,  aged  9  years:  Burns  to  right  leg.  Large  spark  from  fire 
burned  child’s  leg.  The  burn  became  septic.  Fireguard  in 
use  but  apparently  this  was  not  sparkproof. 
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Boy.  aged  2  years:  Scalds.  Grandfather  drinking  a  cup  of  hoi; 
water  when  the  child  backed  into  him  and  in  consequence 
the  hot  water  was  spilled. 

Girl,  aged  9  years:  Burns.  Child  removed  fireguard  and  her  dress* 
caught  fire. 

Smoking  and  Lung  Cancer 

During  the  year  under  review  it  was  not  possible  to  carry  ou 
the  Health  Education  Campaign  on  Smoking  and  Lung  Cancel 
as  detailed  in  last  year’s  report  because  sufficient  money  was  no 
available.  Lectures  illustrated  by  flannelgraph  and  filmstrip  wer< 
given  to  3  voluntary  organisations  and  in  addition  a  meeting  wa; 
held  with  4  representatives  of  Head  Teachers  to  decide  how  thi 
difficult  subject  could  be  introduced  to  school  children.  It  wa 
decided  that  Head  Teachers  of  Secondary  schools  should  b< 
supplied  with  the  British  Medical  Association  booklet  callec 
“  Smoking — the  Facts  ”  so  that  they  would  be  well  informed  oi 
the  subject  and  that  in  addition  a  filmstrip  should  be  produced  fo 
showing  to  senior  pupils.  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitor! 
were  shown  a  film  entitled  “  Facts  and  Figures  ”  so  that  they  als< 
would  be  better  able  to  carry  out  their  duties  in  this  field  of  work 


DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

(Section  29) 

The  establishment  remained  at  the  equivalent  of  80  full-tim 
domestic  helps  throughout  the  year,  but  by  December  it  wa 
obviously  inadequate  and  steps  were  being  taken  to  increase  th 
establishment  in  1960.  An  Organiser  and  part-time  Assistar 
Organiser  visit  the  households  and  allocate  service  as  required  s 
far  as  it  is  available

The  service  was  provided  on  67  nights  in  13  households. 

The  number  of  domestic  helps  employed  on  the  31st 
December,  1959,  was  6  full-time  and  102  part-time,  equivalent  to 
80  full-time  staff. 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

(Section  51) 

1.  Administration 

Constitution  of  the  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee. 

The  Mental  Health  Committee  is  a  Sub-Committee  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  consists  of  7  members.  The  Committee 
meets  in  alternate  months  when  summoned. 

2.  Staff 

Under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913,  medical  practitioners 
are  specially  approved  to  carry  out  medical  examinations  and 
certifications  under  this  Act.  In  this  connection  some  medical 
officers  in  the  department  have  been  approved  and  are  carrying 
out  these  duties. 

Although  the  appointment  of  a  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  has 
been  approved,  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  had  not  been  possible  to 
fill  this  vacancy. 

The  Supervisor  at  the  Industrial  Centre  for  adult  male  mental 
defectives  is  on  the  staff  of  the  local  Health  Authority  but 
seconded  to  the  voluntary  society  responsible  for  the  running  of 
the  Centre. 

3.  Admissions  to  Hospitals 

[a)  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  1890 — 1930,  and  the 
Mental  Health  Act,  1959.

Since  the  Mental  Treatment  Act,  1930,  patients  have  bet 
admitted  to  mental  hospitals  voluntarily  and  known  as  Volunta 
Patients.  During  1959  as  a  result  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  tb 
mode  of  admission  was  replaced  by  an  entirely  new  venture  1 
which  a  patient  is  admitted  to  a  mental  hospital  quite  informal! 
No  application  form  is  signed  and  the  patient  can  leave  t 
hospital  without  giving  any  notice.  Generally  speaking.  Inform 
Patients  are  persons  who,  prior  to  the  new  Act,  would  have  be: 
Voluntary  Patients,  but  there  is  a  small  number  who  are  admitt 
to  hospital  informally  who  are  quite  unable  to  express  volition  ai 
would  under  previous  legislation  have  had  to  have  been  certitfk 
The  above  figures  for  admissions  during  this  year  show  that  72.2: 
of  all  Norwich  admissions  were  either  as  Voluntary  Patients 
Informal  Patients. 

In  addition,  38  other  cases  were  referred  to  the  Dii 
Authorised  Officers  for  admission  to  hospital.  Alternati 
arrangements  were  made  so  that  admission  was  not  necessa. 
Two  male  patients  were  examined  by  a  Magistrate  under  Secti* 
16  of  the  Lunacy  Act,  1890,  but  not  certified. 
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During  the  year  132  male  and  173  female  patients  from 
Norwich  took  their  discharge,  and  23  male  and  45  female  patients 
from  the  city  died  in  mental  hospitals. 

The  Vale  Hospital,  Swainsthorpe,  caters  for  aid  people 
i suffering  mental  changes  due  to  their  age  and  all  the  patients  are 
admitted  informally.  During  the  year  36  patients  were  admitted 
here  cm  a  permanent  basis  and  24  under  the  “Six  Weeks’  Scheme, 
which  came  into  operation  in  1958.  Of  these  24,  only  4  continued 
as  “  Six  Weeks  ”  patients,  but  even  this  small  number  helped  to 
contribute  towards  overcoming  the  acute  shortage  of  beds  and 
reducing  the  waiting  list. 


(b)  Mental  Deficiency  Acts,  1913 — 1927. 

During  the  year  the  East  Anglian  Regional  Hospital  Board 
acquired  Nay  land  Hospital  near  Colchester  for  the  accommodation 
of  medium  and  high-grade  mentally  deficient  adult  females.  As  a 
result  some  of  the  accommodation  which  had  hitherto  been 
occupied  by  these  patients  now  become  available  at  Little  Plum- 
stead  Hospital,  and  it  was  possible  to  admit  a  small  number  of 
i  Norwich  low-grade  mentally  deficient  children.  Four  boys  and 
one  girl,  all  of  whom  had  been  waiting  for  periods  varying  from 
18  months  to  six  years  for  admission,  were  admitted  as  informal 
1 1  patients  at  the  request  of  their  parents.  In  addition  5  older  males 
Is  and  4  females  were  also  admitted  to  mental  deficiency  hospitals 
during  the  year,  5  of  these  by  the  Magistrates  under  a  Court  Order. 

■ 

Waiting  List.  Despite  the  admissions  mentioned  in  the 
t  previous  paragraph,  there  is  still  a  considerable  waiting  list  of 
mental  defectives  to  be  admitted  permanently  to  mental  deficiency 
hospitals.  At  the  31st  December,  1959,  there  were  14  males  and 
!  7  females  on  the  waiting  list.  The  majority  of  these  have  been 
'  waiting  for  periods  of  a  few  months  to  two  years,  but  there  are 
3  males  who  have  been  waiting  for  4-5  years. 

Three  males  and  4  females  were  discharged  during  the  year 
by  order  of  the  Board  of  Control,  and  returned  to  their  homes  in 
Norwich. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  139  male  and  109  female 
:  Norwich  patients  in  mentai  deficiency  hospitals.  These  were

(c)  The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

Under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, ,i 
the  Local  Health  Authority  is  given  the  power  to  provide  tempo¬ 
rary  accommodation  for  mental  defectives,  and  under  this  Section, 
9  mentally  deficient  children  spent  a  week  or  a  fortnight  at 
privately-run  Homes  for  mental  defectives  in  this  area,  and  the  cost 
of  their  accommodation  was  borne  by  the  City  Council.  Six  of 
these  went  to  ‘fc  The  Rookery,”  New  Buckenham  and  the  remainder! 
to  “  Kelsale  Court,”  Saxmundham,  a  Home  run  by  the  National 
Association  for  Mental  Health. 

4.  Community  Care 

(a)  Under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act.  1946, 
the  care  and  after-care  of  mental  hospital  patients  is  largely 
carried  cut  by  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  attached  to 
Hellesdon  Hospital.  The  Duly  Authorised  Officers,  however, 
receive  occassional  requests  from  the  hospital  for  after-care  visits 
and  an  increasing  amount  of  this  work  is  done  at  the  request  of 
relatives  of  discharged  patients.  In  1959,  1.454  visits  were  made 
and  social  histories  of  326  cases  were  submitted  to  the  Superinten¬ 
dents  of  the  mental  or  mental  deficiency  hospitals. 

Close  cc-ordination  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards, 
Hospital  Management  Committees  and  other  statutory  bodies 
helps  to  ensure  successful  after-care  and  the  assistance  given  by 
local  officers  of  Government  Departments,  other  Departments  of 
Norwich  City  Council  and  local  hospitals  has,  on  many  occasions, 
meant  that  the  re-admission  of  a  patient  to  hospital  could  be 
avoided. 

Two  Psychiatric  Social  Clubs  meet  weekly.  The  Mary 
Chapman  Club  for  women  is  organised  by  the  Psychiatric  Social 
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Worker  at  Hellesdon  and  the  Samuel  Chapman  Club  for  men  is 
run  by  a  Committee  of  the  Club  together  with  the  Duly  Authorised 
Officers  and  a  representative  of  Toe  H.  This  is  proving  one  of 
the  most  successful  ventures  in  community  care. 

<b)  Mental  Deficiency  Acts ,  1913 — 1938. 

Under  these  Acts  the  Local  Health  Authority  has  a  duty  to 
ascertain  all  persons  in  their  area  who  are  defectives  and  to  provide 
suitable  supervision  for  such  persons.  Most  of  the  cases  ascertained 
are  referred  by  the  Local  Education  Authority  under  Section  57 
of  fhe  Education  Act,  1944,  but  a  few  others  are  referred  by 
medical  practitioners  and  from  other  sources.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  100  males  and  109  females 
under  Statutory  Supervision,  one  female  under  guardianship  and 
17  males  and  23  females  under  friendly  supervision.  This  figure 
is  an  increase  on  1958  because  during  the  year  15  males  and  8 
females  were  referred  to  the  local  Health  Authority  and  placed 
under  supervision,  whereas  only  5  were  removed  from  supervision 
and  4  died. 

These  cases  are  visited  by  the  Mental  Health  Workers  and 
helped,  where  necessary,  to  find  employment  and  accommodation 
and,  where  a  defective  is  on  a  criminal  charge,  the  Mental  Health 
Worker  ensures  that  the  Court  is  aware  of  his  handicap.  Arrange¬ 
ments  are  also  made  for  appropriate  cases  to  attend  the  Occupation 
Centre  and  the  Industrial  Centre. 
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The  Occupation  Centre 

This  Centre  at  58,  Eariham  Road  admits  40  children  for  habit 
and  sense  training.  Simple  handicrafts  are  also  taught  and  a  mid¬ 
day  meal  is  provided.  A  summer  outing  and  a  Christmas  Party 
are  arranged  for  these  children. 

A  Nursery  Class  is  held  at  the  Occupation  Centre  for  children 
with  intelligence  too  low  to  respond  to  training.  Most  of  these 
are  awaiting  admission  to  a  Mental  Deficiency  Hospital  and  each 
child  attends  on  alternate  days  in  order  to  give  parents  some  relief 
from  looking  after  them.  The  Class  is  in  the  charge  of  a  Nursery 
Attendant  and  is  limited  to  5  children  each  day. 

The  Industrial  Centre 

This  Centre,  which  was  opened  in  January,  1958,  is  run  by 
the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped 
Children  at  St.  Swithin’s  Hall  and  is  subsidised  by  the  City  and 
County  Councils.  At  the  end  of  1959,  10  City  boys  and  7  County 
boys  were  attending.  The  work  consists  mainly  of  firewood 
chopping  and  bundling,  making  of  plant  trays,  seed  boxes,  bird 
cages  and  boxes,  and  breeze  and  concrete  block  making.  New 
activities  include  plastic  mop  making  and  the  preparation  of 
cardboard  prior  to  box  assembly  at  the  factory. 

HOSPITALS  USED  BY  INHABITANTS  OF  THE  AREA 

(Under  the  East  Anglian  Regional  Hospital  Board) 

(a)  The  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital  is  a  general  hospital 
with  a  large  out-patient  department.  The  total  of  443  beds 
includes  28  for  eye  cases.  The  daily  bed  occupancy  was  372 
compared  with  385  in  1958. 

(b)  The  Jenny  Lind  Hospital  works  in  close  co-operation  i 
with  (a)  above,  and  has  76  beds;  boys  under  11  years  of  age  and 
girls  under  12  years  of  age  not  suffering  from  infectious  disease 
are  admitted.  There  is  also  an  out-patient  department.  The  daily 
average  number  of  beds  occupied  was  53  compared  with  47  in 
1958." 

(c)  West  Norwich  Hospital.  This  hospital  has  359  beds  of 
which  165  are  for  acute  cases  and  126  for  geriatric  cases.  The 
Regional  Burns  and  Plastic  Unit  is  located  there.

A  Health  Visitor  is 
attached  to  each. 

Chiropody  Service.  The  Clinic  at  Lady’s  Lane  con-! 
tinued  to  function  all  day  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Fridays; 
The  average  number  attending  each  day  is  20.  The  total  numbei: 
of  patients  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  approximately 
700.  The  service  is  limited  to  Old  Age  Pensioners  living  in  the 
City.  A  charge  of  3s.  6d.  for  the  first  treatment  and  2s.  6d.  pei 
treatment  thereafter  is  made.  The  establishment  of  a  service  by 
the  Health  Commitee  was  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

“  Meals  on  Wheels  ”  Service.  The  Committee  continues  wit! 
the  “  Meals  on  Wheels  ”  Service,  which  during  the  year  provider 
approximately  9,000  hot  3-course  meals  to  old  people,  the  meals 
being  provided  on  either  Tuesday  or  Friday  of  each  week.  Efforts 
are  made  to  ensure  that  necessitous  cases  receive  two  hot  meals 
per  week. 

The  Alderman  Clarke  hostel,  bungalows  and  Warden’s  house 
which  were  under  construction  in  Midland  Street  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  were  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Epileptics  and  Spastics

I  maid 
is  being  provided  with  accommodation  at  the  Searchlight  Cripples 
Workshops  at  Newhaven,  1  female  at  St.  Theresa’s,  Predannack 
Cornwall,  and  1  in  Part  III  accommodation  provided  by  the 
Council.  Transport  has  been  provided  voluntarily  to  enable  t 
number  of  spastics  to  attend  the  weekly  social  evenings  at  the  Sti 
Raphael  Club.  There  is  a  local  branch  of  the  National  Spastics: 
Society  operating  in  the  City.

Typhoid  Fever 

Two  isolated  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  during  th 

year. 

Case  1.  Female  45  years.  Notified  9.2.59. 

Onset  15.12.58.  Treated  at  home. 

In  spite  of  intensive  search  no  organism  was  founc 
in  this  case,  or  in  any  of  the  contacts.  The  diagnosi 
was  retrospective  and  was  based  on  high  agglutina 
tion  titre. 

Case  2.  Male  19  years.  Notified  28.11.59. 

Onset  1.11.59.  Admitted  to  Infectious  Disease 
Hospital  20.11.59..  No  connection  with  Case  1. 
No  connection  was  established  between  these  case 
and  it  is  not  known  how  they  became  infected. 

Dysentery 

60  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Early  in  December  several  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  wen 
reported.  The  first  cases  were  practically  all  canteen  or  caf< 
workers.  A  few  were  school  children  from  different  schools.  I 
was  apparent  that  cases  were  occurring  up  and  down  the  countn 
as  a  whole  at  about  the  same  time. 

Investigations  were  carried  out  in  the  food  handling  premise; 
concerned,  and  a  questionnaire  was  completed  by  all  employee 
there  giving  a  personal  and  family  history  of  diarrhoea  anc 
vomiting  over  the  previous  six  weeks.  In  one  works  canteen  c 
number  of  carriers  were  found  and  the  canteen  was  closet 
immediately.  As  a  further  precaution  stool  specimens  from  all 
those  employed  in  the  works  were  examined. 

By  the  end  of  the  month  a  few  more  sporadic  cases,  no 
connected  with  the  investigations  already  made,  had  been  reported 


Food  Poisoning 

No  major  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the 
year.  There  were  7  cases  of  Salmonella  typhimurium  infection 
presumably  food  borne,  in  one  of  the  hospitals  and  2  person; 
suffering  from  staphylococcal  food  poisoning  who  were  notified  tc 
me  were  victims  of  a  wedding  party  incident  which  occurred  in 
another  area. 

In  June,  an  outbreak  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  occurred 
which  was  not  reported  as  food  poisoning  and  was  probably  a 
virus  infection.  A  total  of  21  adults  and  9  children  from  1G 
households  were  affected.  There  had  been  contact  between  all 
these  families  and  although  detailed  investigations  were  made; 
and  samples  sent  to  the  Laboratory  no  organisms  were  found  and 
no  food  was  incriminated. 
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55  single  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified.  The  causal

Scabies  and  Verminous  conditions

VENEREAL  DISEASE 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  times  of  the  out-patient 
facilities  which  are  provided  at  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital. 
13  new  cases  of  syphilis,  49  of  gonorrhoea  and  115  of  other 
conditions  attended. 

Dr.  H.  L.  Rogerson,  the  Consultant  Venereologist  at  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  has  kindly  sent  me  the 
following: — 

44  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of 
late  Syphilis  during  this  year,  and  the  increase  was  confined  to 
late  congenital  Syphilis  in  patients  over  the  age  of  15  years.  There 
is  no  real  significance  here  since  these  patients  might  have  been 
seen  in  earlier  years  or  in  years  to  come. 
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There  was  an  increase  of  about  fifty  per  cent  in  the  incidence 
of  Gonorrhoea;  this  was  a  general  trend  throughout  the  country. 
No  drug  resistance  to  treatment  was  met  with.  There  is  no  real 
cause  for  alarm;  this  increase  may  well  be  temporary. 

It  is  still  recommended  that  all  pregnant  women  who  have 
been  treated  for  acquired  Syphilis  in  the  past,  should  have  a 
course  of  treatment  during  subsequent  pregnancies.”

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Report  of  the  Chest  Physician 

Dr.  P.  H.  Sutton,  Consultant  Chest  Physician,  writes:— 

New  Cases 

40  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  discovered  in 
1  1959  as  against  47  in  1958.  This  fall  occurred  in  spite  of  a  visit 
by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit,  which  discovered  8  new  cases.

X-ray  Only  Service 

6,344  persons  from  Norwich  were  sent  for  X-ray  only  and  289 
or  4.55%  were  recalled  for  appointment.  18  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  (a  rate  of  2.84  per  1,000)  and  26  cases  of  carcinoma 
of  lung  (a  rate  of  4.1)  per  1,000)  were  discovered. 

Deaths 

AH  the  seven  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  male 
and  six  were  known  to  the  Chest  Clinic.  The  remaining  case  was 
discovered  at  post-mortem  examination. 

:  Contact  Examination 

437  new  contacts  were  examined  and  4  new  cases  of  active 
tuberculosis  found,  a  rate  of  .92%.  This  rate  is  less  than  half 
the  figure  of  2.2%  for  1958. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination 

123  tuberculin  negative  contacts  were  vaccinated  during  the 

year. 

Tuberculin  Testing  of  School  Children 

1686  school  leavers  were  tested  as  a  preliminary  to  B.C.G. 
vaccination  and  194  or  11.5%  were  positive,  a  reduction  of  3.5% 
from  last  year.  This  figure  is  the  most  sensitive  index  we  have 
i  for  the  amount  of  infectious  tuberculosis  in  the  City.  School 
entrants  tested  showed  that  much  less  than  1%  of  these  children 
have  been  infected  by  the  tubercle  bacillus.  Tuberculosis  can  be 
considered  as  conquered  in  the  City  only  when  the  figure  for 
!  school  leavers  falls  to  the  same  level. 
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Cancer  of  the  Lung 

There  were  60  deaths  in  Norwich,  56  male,  4  female.  During 
the  year  32  new  cases  were  discovered  at  the  Chest  Clinic.  26 
of  the  32  were  picked  up  through  the  X-ray  only  service,  at  a  rate 
of  4.1  per  1,000  examinations,  or  nearly  double  the  1958  figure 
of  2.2  per  1,000 

Rehabilitation 

One  tuberculous  patient  continued  at  a  rehabilitation  course 
from  1958  and  during  the  year  reached  the  stage  where  the  local 
authority  was  financially  responsible.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 

The  Medical  Director  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  has 
informed  me  that  the  main  survey  undertaken  by  the  Unit  was  of 
large  firms  in  the  City  and  this  took  place  during  the  latter  half 
3f  the  year.  The  Unit  was  also  sited  at  St.  Andrew’s  Hall  for  4 
lays  for  X-ray  of  the  general  public.  A  total  of  20,767 
Miniature  X-ray  examinations  were  made.  Of  the  total  X-rayed 
for  the  first  time  2  active  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
found  and  6  required  chest  clinic  observation. 

In  addition  204  positive  reactors  and  392  of  their  relatives 
were  X-rayed;  one  case  of  active  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  being 
discovered  in  a  relative. 

In  one  Norwich  firm  a  total  of  142  employees  who  were 
contacts  were  X-rayed  and  one  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
requiring  chest  clinic  observation  was  found. 

During  the  year  503  hospital  staff  were  X-rayed  and  one  case 
anly  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  requiring  chest  clinic  observation 
was  found.

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(2)  GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  number  of  school  children  on  the  school  register  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  20,387,  compared  with  20,439  at  the  end  of

(4)  TREATMENT 

CHURCHMAN  HOUSE  CLINICS 

School  children  with  minor  ailments,  including  discharging 
ears,  from  the  central  part  of  the  city,  are  seen  at  the  Central  Clinic 
at  Churchman  House  each  morning,  including  Saturday.  Clinics 
are  not  held  in  the  afternoons. 

A  Medical  Officer  is  in  attendance  on  Monday,  Wednesday 
and  Saturday  morning  of  each  week,  and  at  these  times  children 
from  all  parts  of  the  city  requiring  medical  advice  are  seen.  On 
the  remaining  weekday  mornings  a  School  Nurse  is  in  attendance,, 
between  9  and  10  a.m. 

There  is  also  a  Special  Clinic  for  children  on  Tuesday 
mornings,  at  which  children  requiring  special  consideration  are 
seen. 

1,922  attendances  were  made  during  the  year  at  the  Minor 
Ailments  Clinics,  and  the  Tuesday  morning  "Special”  Clinics  at 
Churchman  House,  exclusive  of  attendances  for  treatment  of 
discharging  ears.  This  compares  with  1,510  attendances  made  in 
1958 


ENURETIC  CLINIC 

As  reported  last  year  a  Special  Clinic  has  been  established 
for  the  investigation  and  treatment  of  pupils  suffering  from  enuresis. 
Most  of  the  pupils  were  discovered  at  routine  school  medical 
inspections  but  as  parents  became  aware  of  the  existence  of  the 
clinic  several  requests  were  made  for  treatment  to  be  given  and  it 
is  felt  that  these  requests  will  probably  increase.

•  ,  \  group  hearing  aid  installed  in  September,  1957,  has  con- 
iderably  facilitated  the  class  teaching  and  oral  work  Children 
nd  it  a  grea^  help  and  have  been  able  to  take  part  in  class  work 
i)  a  degree  which  never  before  has  been  possible  for  them. 
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During  the  year  4  boys  and  2  girls  commenced  attendance,, 
whilst  8  children  showed  such  marked  improvement  that  they 
have  been  able  to  return  to  full  term  attendance  at  ordinary  school. 
In  addition  1  bov  left  the  city,  and  1  girl  attained  school-leaving 
age.  At  the  end  of  1959,  6  boys  and  2  girls  were  in  attendance, 
and  also,  by  an  arrangement  with  Norfolk  County  Education 
Authority,  1  boy  and  2  girls  from  county  schools. 

Partially  deaf  children  attend  these  classes  for  five  half-days 
per  fortnight,  for  the  remainder  of  their  school  time  they  are  in 
ordinary  school.

ORTHOPEDIC  TREATMENT 

Children  suffering  from  orthopaedic  defects  are  referred  by 
the  School  Medical  Officers  from  school  medical  inspections 
school  clinics,  etc.,  and  are  seen  (with  the  approval  of  the  family 
doctor)  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  at  their  out-patient  clinics  ai 
the  Jenny  Lind  and  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospitals.  The  initial 
appointments  are  sent  to  the  parents  through  the  School  Health 
Service,  and  the  Orthopaedic  Specialists  report  on  all  new  cases 
seen,  as  well  as  send  final  reports  and  i  nformation  regarding 
defaulters.  Treatment  such  as  the  supply  of  surgical  boots  anc 
instruments,  and  the  wedging  of  footwear,  is  arranged  by  thd 
specialists  through  the  Elospital  Service. 
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60  children  attending  Primary  Schools  and  45  attending 
secondary  Schools  were  referred  during  the  year  as  new  cases, 
hile  1 1  Primary  School  children  and  1 8  Secondary  School  children 
ere  discharged  as  fit. 

55  Primary  School  children  and  30  Secondary  School  children 
ontinued  treatment  from  the  previous  year.  4  are  known  to  have 
ipen  treated  in  Orthopaedic  Hospitals.

UNCLEANLINESS 

An  Authorised  Person  visits  the  schools  periodically  for  th» 
purpose  of  examining  the  children  for  uncleanliness.  When 
persons  or  clothing  are  found  to  be  in  a  verminous  or  filthy  con 
dition,  steps  are  taken  under  Section  73  of  the  Norwich  Corporatioi 
Act,  1933 

In  order  to  save  the  embarrassment  of  children  found  witl 
minimal  head  infection,  any  child  found  for  the  first  time  to  b i 
unclean  is  permitted  to  remain  in  attendance  at  school,  providing 
the  infestation  is  a  very  light  one,  the  Head  Teacher  being  informec 
that  the  Health  Visitor  will  deal  with  the  matter  directly  at  home! 
In  every  such  case  a  letter  is  posted  to  the  parent  on  the  same  da\ 
that  the  child  is  examined.  This  notification  is  followed  up  as  soon 
as  possible  by  a  home  visit  from  the  Health  Visitor,  who  ensures 
that  the  parent  takes  the  necessary  steps  towards  cleansing  thd 
child. 
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All  children  found  during  the  course  of  head  inspection  to 
have  a  heavy  infestation,  and  those  who  are  found  unclean  and 
have  been  found  in  a  similar  condition  on  a  previous  occasion 
are  immediately  excluded  from  school.  An  informal  notice 
acquainting  the  parent  of  the  position  is  posted  on  the  same  day, 
!  with  instructions  that  when  the  child  is  clean  a  certificate  of 
>  fitness  should  be  obtained  either  from  the  family  doctor  or  from 
the  Medical  Officer  or  Nurse  at  the  nearest  Minor  Ailments  Clinic. 
:  The  Health  Visitor  also  visits  the  parent  to  give  instructions  as 
to  the  best  method  of  cleansing  and  endeavours  to  persuade  any 
contacts  to  attend  for  examination. 


Similar  action  is  taken  in  any  case  found  by  a  Doctor  during 
medical  inspection  or  at  the  clinic. 

It  has  been  unnecessary  for  many  years  to  examine  the  pupils 
at  the  City  of  Norwich  School  and  the  Secondary  Technical 
School.

SPEECH  THERAPY 

A  Speech  Therapist  is  employed  by  the  Local  Education 
Authority  for  eight  sessions  weekly. 

Cases  are  referred  by  the  doctors  from  School  Medical 
Inspections,  School  Clinics  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres;  by  the 
Health  Visitors,  the  Head  Teachers,  and  occasionally  by  the 
Hospitals  Medical  Staff  and  the  General  Practitioners.

In  addition,  48  cases  were  under  observation  only. 
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A  total  of  2,945  attendances  were  made  at  the  Centres  during 
-the  year  by  school  children,  and  34  by  children  under  school  age. 

A  close  liaison  exists  between  the  Speech  Therapist  and  Head 
Teachers,  the  Teacher  for  the  Deaf,  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic 
and  School  Medical  Staff. 


The  Speech  Therapist  reports: — 

“Some  28%  of  the  cases  seen  at  Speech  Clinics  are 
stammerers.  This  nervous  symptom  occurs  over  the  whole  age 
rrange  of  school  children  and  both  before  and  after  it. 

“  Stammering  in  pre-school  children  and  children  in  the 
Infants’  Schools  can  often  be  cleared  up  when  parents  co-operate, 
oy  removing  the  obvious  cause  of  nervous  tension.  Some  stammers 
persist  even  into  the  Secondary  School  stage  and  beyond,  although 
most  other  speech  defects  have  cleared  up  before  children  reach 
he  Secondary  School. 

“  Realising  that  play  is  a  child’s  normal  occupation  the  treat¬ 
ment  is  now  given  in  a  play  group  whenever  possible.  In  this 
Setting  a  child  can  both  try  out  his  speech  controls  and  release 
:ensions  causing  nervous  symptoms.” 


CHILD  GUIDANCE 


During  the  year,  137  Primary,  235  Secondary,  35  Special 
School  and  3  Nursery  School  children  were  treated  at  the  Clinic, 
vhich  is  held  in  premises  at  Duke  Street

The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  reports: —

Five  dental  officers  were  employed  throughout  the  year  and  in 
spite  of  regular  advertising  it  was  not  found  possible  to  fill  the  one 
;  vacancy  and  bring  the  staff  up  to  its  required  number. 


Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment 

Over  3,000  more  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the  schools 
i  :han  in  the  previous  year,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  increase  will 
eontinue. 

The  number  of  (fillings  inserted  remained  almost  the  same  as 
n  1958  and  this  figure,  coupled  with  a  slight  decrease  in  extractions 
>f  carious  teeth,  means  that  nearly  twice  as  many  conservations  as 
extractions  have  been  carried  out.  This,  compared  with  some  parts 
if  the  country,  is  a  quite  satisfactory  state  of  affairs.

The  caries  rate  seems  to  be  increasing,  and  with  the  very 
indifferent  oral  hygiene  in  some  cases,  more  visits  have  to  be  made; 
per  child  to  make  it  dentally  fit. 

One  dental  officer  has  spent  most  of  his  time  inspecting; 
schools  in  the  Tuckswood  and  Catton  Grove  areas  of  the  city,  and! 
treating  the  children  at  the  clinics  in  these  areas. 

In  common  with  other  parts  of  the  country  it  has  been  noted! 
with  regret  that  more  schools  in  the  city  have  their  own  tuck  shops, 
in  which  sweets  and  biscuits  seem  to  be  the  principal  articles  for: 
sale.  These  types  of  food  (sticky  carbohydrates)  are  lodged  roundl 
the  teeth  all  day  and  thus  produce  an  excellent  medium  for 
fermentation  of  these  carbohydrates  with  consequent  production  ofl 
acid  forming  organisms,  which  attack  the  enamel  of  the  teeth,  thus; 
causing  the  first  stages  of  dental  caries.  It  is  considered  that  if  ai 
child  must  have  something  as  well  as  the  school  milk  at  mid¬ 
morning  and  mid-afternoon,  fruit  such  as  apples,  pears,  etc.,  would; 
be  just  as  satisfying  and  much  more  beneficial.  One  of  the  causes; 
of  dental  caries  is  this  pernicious  habit  of  eating  snacks  between! 
meals,  especially  when  facilities  for  brushing  the  teeth  afterwards 
are  not  available. 

We  still  find  the  services  of  the  orthodontic  specialist  at  the 
West  Norwich  Hospital  of  great  value  in  difficult  cases.  Also,, 
several  patients  have  been  referred  to  the  dental  specialists  at  this 
hospital  where  operations  have  been  carried  out  for  the  removal  of 
badly  misplaced  teeth.

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(6)  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFIED,  1959 
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3  new  notifications  were  received  during  the  year  of  pupils 
suffering  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis;  they  were  aged  12  years, 
14  years  and  6  years.  The  last-mentioned  case  was  a  primary 
infection.  The  14-year-old  patient  came  to  light  as  a  result  of 
routine  Heaf  testing  prior  to  B.C.G.  vaccination.  Her  grandfather 
was  also  found  to  be  infected  as  a  result  of  this  investigation.  The 
school  contacts  of  the  12-year-old  child  were  examined  as  a 
precautionary  measure  and  no  other  case  was  found. 

One  child,  aged  14  years,  was  notified  as  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  of  the  right  knee  joint,  and  was  admitted  to  hospital. 
She  was  a  known  positive  reactor. 

Amongst  children  attending  Private  Schools,  1  case  of 
Dysentery,  13  of  Scarlet  Fever,  1  of  Whooping  Cough  and  1  of 
Pneumonia  were  notified.  In  addition  1  case  of  Scarlet  Fever 
occurred  in  a  child  attending  the  Occupation  Centre. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

74.98%  of  the  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  15  years 
have  at  some  time  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria. 


B.C.G.  Vaccination 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  was  again  offered  to  all  13-year-old 
school  children  and  in  September  the  scheme  was  extended  to 
include  older  school  children  and  students  attending  Further 
Educational  Establishments. 

58.2%  (57.5%  in  1958)  parents  of  13-year-old  children  gave 
their  consent.

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A  Health  Visitor  attended  three  times  a  week  to  give  remedial 
exercises  and  a  further  12  children  visited  the  Jenny  Lind  Hospital 
at  regular  intervals  to  be  seen  by  the  physiotherapist  there.  On 
medical  advice  additional  rest  is  given  during  the  day,  and  tipping 
is  arranged,  when  recommended,  for  those  pupils  under  the  care 
of  the  Chest  Physician.  When  required,  special  transport  is 
provided  and  in  addition  all  children  have  extra  meals  at  school. 

As  reported  in  last  year’s  report  the  physiotherapist,  who  has 
specialised  in  work  with  cerebral  palsied  children,  has  continued 
her  work  at  the  special  school.  Because  of  the  fewer  number  of 
children  who  require  physiotherapy  she  now  attends  on  three 
sessions  a  week  only. 

10  children  were  under  her  care  and  an  improvement  has  been 
noted  in  5. 

Most  of  the  children  who  have  received  treatment  have  been 
in  the  age  range  of  8  to  10.  For  that  reason  the  improvement  in 
their  condition  has  been  slight.  In  future  it  is  hoped  that  treat¬ 
ment  will  begin  earlier  and  that  the  result  will  be  correspondingly 
better. 

A  school  clinic  is  held  every  Friday  afternoon  and  each  pupil 
is  seen  at  least  once  a  term. 

12  boys  had  a  week  in  camp  at  Trimingham  during  the 
summer  vacation  under  the  supervision  of  the  Head  Teacher  and 
another  member  of  the  staff. 

The  pattern  of  handicaps  has  changed  greatly  in  recent  years 
in  that  fewer  children  are  being  admitted  with  serious  permanent 
handicaps  and  more  are  being  admitted  for  short  periods. 


(c)  HOME  TUITION 

Handicapped  pupils  who,  in  consequence  of  their  disability, 
have  to  be  taught  in  their  own  homes  by  the  Visiting  Teachers  are 
examined  periodically  during  the  year  by  a  Medical  Officer. 

In  November,  1955,  the  Education  Committee  agreed  to 
develop  this  work  in  various  ways,  including  the  payment  of 
regular  visits  to  the  Jenny  Lind  Hospital  for  Children,  and  the 
Burns  Ward  of  the  West  Norwich  Hospital,  by  the  Teachers. 

Children  absent,  or  likely  to  be  absent,  from  ordinary  school, 
and  at  home  for  a  month  or  more  with  injuries  or  non-infectious 
illness  are  also  now  considered  with  a  view  to  home  tuition. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  4  boys  and  5  girls  were  being  taught 
their  homes  by  these  Teachers.  They  were  suffering  from  the 
llowing  defects: —

(9)  PROVISION  OF  MEALS 

Mid-day  meals  are  provided  by  the  Local  Education  Authority 
I j  i  all  school  children  whose  parents  request  these.  From  time  to 
ne  the  School  Medical  Officers  also  put  forward  cases  where  they 
ink  meals  would  particularly  benefit. 

The  percentage  of  children  in  school  having  school  meals  is 
F7  and  82%  take  milk. 

In  1942  the  Education  Committee  inaugurated  a  scheme 
hereby  children  receiving  meals  could  attend  at  the  Dining

T1 
quantity  of  milk  per  pupil  is  maintained  as  far  as  possible  at  oa 
third  of  a  pint  per  day,  except  in  the  Colman  Road  Special  Scho< 
for  Physically  Handicapped  Children  where  two-thirds  of  a  pii 
daily  is  supplied  free. 

From  1st  August,  1947.  the  Welfare  Foods  Scheme  inaugurate 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food  has  provided  that  one  pint  of  milk  dail 
at  l^d.  per  pint  should  be  available  from  registered  suppliers  a 
the  year  round  for  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  16  who  ai 
unable  by  reason  of  disability  of  mind  or  body  to  attend  school. 

A  number  of  invalid  children  under  the  Visiting  Teacher  ha\ 
availed  themselves  of  this  scheme  during  the  year. 


(10)  DISTRIBUTION  OF  SUPPLEMENTARY  FOODS 

During  the  year,  437  individual  school  children  were  supplie 
through  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  with  a  total  of  284  lbs.  of  O 
and  Malt,  461  lbs.  of  Virol,  253  eight-ounce  bottles  of  Parrish)  ! 
Food,  3  lbs.  of  Virolax,  234  lbs.  of  Maltoline  with  Iron,  and  19 
lbs.  of  Glucose,  having  been  recommended  for  this  either  durin 
the  course  of  School  Medical  Inspection,  or  at  one  of  the  Schoc 
Clinics. 


(11)  HOME  VISITING 

The  follow-up  arrangements  by  the  Health  Visitors,  etc 
have  not  been  altered  during  the  year.  593  home  visits  wen 
recorded  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  respect  of  children  who  hat 
been  advised  to  have  medical  treatment. 

24  children  were  involved  in  families  referred  during  the  yea: 
by  the  Welfare  Officers  or  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  to  ths! 
National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children. 
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(12)  FOOD  HYGIENE 

Every  care  is  taken  by  the  School  Meals  Staff  of  the  Education 
Department  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  their  Kitchen  Staff  the 
i  importance  of  maintaining  a  very  high  standard  of  hygiene. 

During  the  year  42  School  Meals  Assistants  (permanent  staff) 
were  medically  examined,  to  include  a  full  history  and  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination,  whilst  67  Assistants  (temporary  staff)  had  nose 
and  throat  swabs,  and  faeces  and  urine  specimens  examined,  and 
chest  X-ray  photographs  taken.  Staff  are  encouraged  to  report 
any  significant  illness. 

As  a  precautionary  measure,  food  samples  are  kept  for  48 
i  hours  after  each  meal. 


(13)  EXAMINATION  OF  TEACHERS,  ETC. 

153  newly  appointed  teachers  and  45  students  prior  to 
i commencing  at  college,  were  medically  examined  during  the  year 
at  the  request  of  the  Chief  Education  Officer. 


(14)  SPECIAL  INVESTIGATIONS 

No  special  investigations  were  carried  out  during  1959,  but  on 
1 9th  December,  1958,  “The  Medical  Officer”  published  a  paper 
entitled,  “  The  Significance  of  the  Empty  Scrotum,”  being  a  report 
on  a  survey  amongst  school  boys  in  East  Anglia,  carried  out  by  the 
East  Anglian  Branch  of  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 
The  survey  began  in  September,  1956,  and  finished  in  July,  1957, 
and  was  conducted  in  the  areas  of  six  local  education  authorities, 
iof  which  Norwich  was  one 

A  summary  of  the  paper  states:— 

“  (1)  The  incidence,  by  age  groups,  of  unilateral  and  bilateral 
empty  scrotum  in  East  Anglian  school  boys  is  reported. 

“  (2)  At  ages  five,  eight,  and  eleven,  the  average  estimates  of 
the  prevalence  of  unilateral  and  bilateral  empty  scrotum  are  4.0 
and  2.0  per  cent,  respectively.  The  percentages  for  the  leavers 
age  group  (approximate  ages  14-17)  were  0.6  and  0.1  for  unilateral 
and  bilateral  empty  scrotum. 

“(3)  The  effects  of  observer  variation  and  the  phenomenon 
of  retractability  are  discussed  in  relation  to  the  findings. 

”  (4)  The  results  are  indicative  of  the  difficulty  of  determining 
in  young  boys  at  one  examination  whether  the  testicle  has  not 
descended  or  cannot  descend. 

“(5)  The  findings  regarding  the  effects  of  treatment  are 
recorded  but  no  conclusions  drawn.”

WATER 


The  water  supply  obtained  from  the  River  Wensum  and 
controlled  by  the  Local  Authority  was  constant  and  adequate  in 
amount  throughout  the  year.  The  water  was  subjected  to  dis¬ 
infection  by  super-chlorination  followed  by  partial  dechlorination 
by  sulphur  dioxide,  followed  in  turn  by  fixing  of  the  residual  free 
chlorine  by  a  small  dose  of  ammonia.  Copper  sulphate  was  also 
used  intermittently  for  the  control  of  algal  growths. 

It  has  been  the  practice  daily  to  examine  bacteriologically  41- 
samples  of  water  from  widely  separated  points  on  the  distribu¬ 
tion  system. 

Newly  appointed  employees  in  the  Water  Department  are 
medically  examined.  Also,  the  Water  Engineer  informs  me  of  any 
sickness  amongst  the  employees  and  if  I  consider  it  necessary 
they  are  medically  examined  before  resuming  work.  24  newly 
appointed  employees  were  examined  and  6  re-examinations  of 
employees  absent  through  sickness  were  carried  out. 

The  consumption  of  water  was  high  on  account  of  drought 
conditions  and  the  average  daily  quantity  of  water  supplied  was 
6,754,000  gallons  including  511,000  gallons  supplied  to  the  Air 
Ministry,  War  Department,  H.M.  Prison  and  some  Rural  District 
Councils.  This  figure  shows  an  increase  of  689,000  gallons  over 
that  for  the  previous  year.  The  average  daily  consumption  by 
civilians  was  34.5  gallons,  of  which  8.7  gallons  were  metered  and 
therefore  largely  used  for  trade  purposes.

The  construction  of  the  “Whiffler”  Branch  of  the  North 
Vestern  Intercepting  Sewer  has  been  completed  and  certain 
properties  outside  the  City  Boundary  at  Hellesdon  have  been 
onnected. 

The  construction  of  the  Bakers  Road  and  Colegate  Branches 
in  the  same  system  commenced  in  September,  1959. 

The  rising  main  from  Trowse  to  Whitlingham  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  is  ready  to  receive  the  sewage  pumped  from  the  new 
aain  pumping  station  at  Trowse,  which  is  due  for  completion  in 
aid- 1960. 

To  overcome  smell  nuisance,  which  has  occurred  from  time  to 
lime  during  the  summer  months  and  given  rise  to  complaints  from 
tie  Thorpe  area,  deodorising  plant  has  been  experimented  with  at 
tie  sewage  disposal  works  with  a  fair  measure  of  success  and  will 
ijrobably" be  extended  during  the  summer  of  1960. 

Experimental  work  is  also  in  progress  on  the  treatment  and 
isposal  of  sludge  at  the  sewage  disposal  works. 

The  third  stage  of  the  construction  of  the  new  sewage  works, 
omprising  stormwater  tanks,  administration  building  and 
jumping  stations,  is  likely  to  be  commenced  during  1960.

Samples  of  water  from  the  bath  were  taken  each  week  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Bacteriological  standards  recom- 
i  nended  by  the  Ministry  suggest  that  (a)  no  sample  of  bath  water 
ihould  contain  coliform  organisms  in  100  ml.  of  water,  and  (b)  in 
75%  of  the  samples  taken  the  24-hour  plate  count  at  37 °C.  from 
ml.  of  water  should  not  exceed  10  colonies,  and  in  the 
remaining  25%  the  count  should  not  exceed  100  colonies, 
laboratory  reports  on  the  samples  taken  at  Lakenham  fall  well 
vithin  these  permissible  limits.
